SAN FRANCISCO, July. 23.—Senator 
Hiram Johnson today declared his full 
indorsement of Senator Harding’s posi- 
tion on the League of Nations as set 
forth in the Republican nominee's 
Speech of acceptance. Herbert Hoover 


refused comment, but intimated that he |,

Senator Johnson issued this state- 


‘| ment: 


“Yesterday in his speech of accept- 
ance Senatér Harding unéquivocally 
took his ‘stand upon the paramount issue 
in this campaign—the League of Na- 
tions. The Republican Party stands 
committed by its platform. Its stand- 
ard bearer has now accentuated that 
platform. ‘There can be no misunder- 
standing his eloquent words: 

Our party means to hold the heri- 
tage of American nationality unim- ~ 
paired and unsurrendered. 

We were resolved. to safeguard 
Americans. We were resolved then 

even as we are today, and will be 
tomorrow, to rreserve this free and 
independent Republic. Let those re- 
sponsible or seeking responsibility 
propose the surrender whether with 
interpretations, apologies or reluctant 
reservations—from which our rights 
are to be omitted—we welcome a ref- 
erendum to the American people upon 
the preservation of America and the 
Republican Party pledges its defense 
of the preserved inheritance of na- 
tional freedom. . 
‘“*Mr. Harding promises formal and 
effective peace as quickly as a Republi- 
can Congress can pass its declaration 
and after that we may proceed deliber- 
ately and reflectively to a world rela- 
tionship that would ‘hold us free from 
menacing involvements.’ He describes 
the Wilson League. of Nations as a mili- 
tary alliance which menaces peace and 
threatens freedom, and says it ‘ was 
conceived for world super-government, 
negotiated in misunderstanding and in- 
tolerantly urged and demanded by its 
Administration sponsors.’ 

“* He characterizes it as the ‘ supreme 
blunder,’ and he stands securely upon 
the high and safe ground that ‘it is 
better to Be the free and disinterested 
agent of international justice and ad- 
vancing civilization, with the covenant 
of conscience, than to be shackled by a 
written compact which surrenders our 
freedom of action and gives to a mili- 
tary alliance the right to proclaim 
America’s duty to the world. No sur- 
render to a world council or. its military 
Qiliances, © no assured mandatory, how- 
ever appealing, ever shall summon the 
sons of this republic to war. Their su- 
preme sacrifice shall only be asked for 
America and its call of honor. There 
is a sanctity in that right we will not 
delegate.’ 

* Senator Harding is to be congratu- 
lated upon his firm and emphatic stand 
against the proposed league.

COLUMBUS, Ohio, July 23.—Senator 
William, H.- King of Utah conferred 
here for several hours today with Gov. 
James M. Cox. At the conglusion of 
their talk Senator King announced: that 
in- his opinion the attitude of Governor 
Cox ;on the League of Nations would 
prove acceptable to all Democrats and 
to all Republicans as well who. were 
not ‘to be classed’ among the -so-called 
bitter-enders. 

‘¥Senators- Johnson and Borah: thay 
‘not’ like the ‘Governor’s stand,’”’ said 
Senator King, “ and other: destruction- 
ists who are opposed to any league at 
all may not be with him. But while I 
don’t Want to take it upon myself to 
say what the Governor's attitude is, I 
am willing to say that his attitude is 
acceptable entirely to me and I am sure 
will be acceptable to all of the Demo- 
cratic Senators.” 

The attitude taken by Senator Hard- 
ing in his speech of acceptance, said 
Senator King, had been. construed _by 
himself and his friends among the Dem- 
ocratic leaders as a direct repudiation 





of any league at all, and a pledge by 
Harding that the party would stand for 
the rejection of the treaty according to 
the methods favored by" ae and 
Borah. 

Senator King added ‘that he classed 
Senator Lodge, Senator Harding, Sena- 
tor Brandegee and some of the other 
Republican leaders as really among the 
destructionists, who from the start’ had 
hoped that the Treaty would be killed. 
He added that Cox’s part in this issue 
would be acceptable to the West. 


With Cox on Progressive Issues. 


Mr. King was one of the group who 
voted for the adoption of the League of 
Nations with the Lodge reservations 
when the final ballot was taken on 
March 19. On. formér occasions he had 
voted for the League without reserva- 
tions and for the Hitchcock reservations 
which were acceptable to the President. 
He said today that he had voted for 
the League with the Lodge reservations 
because he was convinced that, as bed 
as they were, it°was better to adopt the 
Treaty with them than to reject it, 

“I am satisfied with the viewpoint of 
Governor Cox on all things vital in the 
campaign,’’ said Senator King. ‘I am 
in atcord with him on the League of

He said that his information was 
formed on a survey which he had just 
completed in several of the Western 
States. The reaction there against the 
nomination of Senator Harding by the 
Republican Convention, he said, had 
been severe and the Republicans .were 
beginfiing to realize the full import of 
what that reaction meant. 

Edmund H. Moore, who managed the 
pre-convention fight for Governor Cox, 
was present during the major part of 
the interview and expressed deep sat- 
isfaction, with the report which was 
made by Senator King. Governor Cox 
said’ that he had told Senator King 
that. he would make at least three 
speeches in Utah. The Governor prob- 
ably will reach that section soon after 
Sept. 1.

HIGHLANDS, N. J:., July 23.—Keen 
disappointment over their defeat in to- 
day’s race with the Resolute was evi- 
denced tonight by Captain William P. 
Burton and the crew of ‘the Shamrock 


IV when they returned with their craft 
to their mooring buoy in the Horesaiee 
at Sandy Hook. 

The skipper of the challenger and his 
advisers expected to duplicate their 
victory of Tuesday last, over the same 
course, it was freely admitted, but the 
failure of Shamrock to respond ‘to cer- 
tain expectations during today’s race 
has evidently caused the men of the 
crew particularly to lose hope that Sir 
Thomas Lipton will lift the cup this-year. 

Neither Captain Burton nor his ad- 
visers would discuss today’s contest, but 
when one of the crew, standing in ~a 
group_of a dozen of his fellows, was 
asked. if the Shamrock was expected to 
beat the Resolute tomorrow, he said: 
‘“‘In the parlance of America, there’s 
no chance.”’ 

Some of thé other sailors, to show 
that he was not alone in his prediction, 
nodded their heads in approval. 

When the same sailor was asked on 
Wednesday night last if the men of the 
crew expected to win in today’s race, 
he said: ‘We certainly shall. We 
learned something. about Shamrock to- 
day which we'are sure will mean the 
lifting of the cup.’’ 

Praises Resolute’s Handling. 

Mrs. Burton, Charles Nicholson, de- 
signer of the Shamrock, and Claude 
Hickman, her favigator, accompanied 
the British Corinthian on the challenger 
today.

HOW RESOLUTE WON 
THE FOURTH CUP RACE 


Shamrock, Outsailed Boat for 
Boat, Leses Euery Leg—Def end- 
er Ignores Threatened Squall. 


A heavy, gray drift of fog hung over 
the course at noon—a haze so thick that 
through it the outlines of the rivals, 
Resolute and Shamrock IV., could bare- 
ly be discerned a scant Noa sa, yards 
away. Both of them were standing by 
near the Hine waiting for official word 
from the tug Barryton, carrying the 
Race Committee. 

Noon, the hour set for starting, came 


,and pagsed with the postponement flag 


still fluttering from the Barryton. The 
sea was calm and the prospects for a 
sailing breeze seemed slight. Then sud- 
denly the fog lifted like a curtain, dis- 
closing the chief actors in the centre 
of the stage, both dressed in white, and 
gilded with the sun, their shining hulls 
and glistening spars showing evidence 
of a day’s grooming during Thursday’s 
lay-off. 

The. Shamrock wore a new topmast 
and club topsail,. returning to the rig 
that .she had worn in the first race. 
Following the alterations the New York 
Yacht Club announced that, pending a 
remeasurement of the green sloop, the 
race. would be run with a handicap of 
six minutes and forty seconds in favor 
of the Resolute, unless the remeasure- 
ment should alter the figures. However, 
the Resolute defeated her rival by such 
@ large margin that it makes no dif- 
ference. 

The International Code signals ARP, 
AQS and ASM, displayed at 12:30 from 
the Barryton, indicated that the wind 
was south-southwest and that the course 
for the three legs of the triangular 
race was south-southwest, east by 
north, and northwest one-half north. 
At 12:45 the preparatory signals were 
hoisted, announcing that the race would 
start at 1 o'clock.

TEST OF NEW _ INVENTION 


Shamrock and Resolute Shown to 
English Readers by Aid of “Coding” 
Machine—Process Not Yet Perfect. 


LONDON, July 23.—Two pictures of 
Tuesday’s race between the Shamrock 
IV. and Resolute, described as having 
been transmitted by photo-telegraphy, 
are printed by The Daily Mirror. ‘The 
newspaper admits they are imperfect 
and not wholly accurate, but asserts 
that when the experimental .stage of 
transmitting photographs by telegraph 
is passed and the apparatus is developed 
it will be possible to transmit ‘pictures 
by, this process to any part - the 
world. 





The printing of photographs _of the 
international yacht race, sent from New 
York, in The London Daily Mirror ‘the 
day after the race, is the first long dis- 
tance test of photograph transmitter, a 
new invention that is controlled and 
owned by The London Daily Mirror. 
The pictures, reproduced in London, 
were such &s to assure the success of 
the new device, it was said, although 
it remains to perfect the new machine. 

H. G. Bartholomew, a Director of the 
Mirror, who came to New York to set 
up the machine and to conduct this end 
of the test,-said yesterday that he had 
received word that the photographs 
transmitted had been satisfactorily re- 
produced in London. 

The machine for “ coding ’’ the photo- 
graph so that it can be sent by cable 
is about half the size of an ordinary 
desk and as high. Mr. Bartholomew 
would only discuss the transmitting and 
reproducing machines in the most gen- 
eral: way. He said he did not at this 
time care to go into’ the details of con- 


struction or the principle involved ex- 
eept to say that the principle was based 
upon selenium resistance.

O'MALLEY NOT TO AID ROSS 


Refuses . “Underworld”  Data— 
LaGuardia Asks Department- 
Store Aid to Cut Costs. 


‘Retailers yecently have made slight 
reductions in the prices of some fruits 
and’ vegetables; but the consumer hes 
not yet received the full benefit of the 
decline in wholesale prices, according 
to market reports: Tomatoes and po- 
atoes are among the items that show 
somé reduction. Tomatoes have been 
reduced 33 1-3 per cent. in some mar- 
kets, but even with this reduction the 
dealer has a considerable profit. ( 

Tomatoes were quoted. yesterday by 
the State Division of Foods and. Mar- 
kets at $1 to $1.50 for a basket of twen- 
ty quarts, containing forty pounds. ..It 
was said that the retailer pays from 
2% to 4 cents a pound for the tomatoes, 
which have been selling in many ™ar- 
kets. at 30 cents a pound, the same 
price that they brought ‘earlier when 
the vegetable was scarce. In these 
stores the price is now 20 cents. a pound, 
which market officials regard as un- 
reasonable. ‘ 

The: price. of potatoes was reduced 
in many stores yesterday to five pounds 
for 88 cents, where they had been sell- 
ing at from 8 to 10 cents.a pound. In 
this reduction the stores followed the 
lead of a chain of stores which estab- 
lished this price early this week. Prior 
to that time the lowest price for pota- 
toes was 39 cents for five pounds.. 

Fedéral agents showed a lively interest 
yesterday in complaints from all parts 
of the city regarding the continued high 
prices for vegetables. The agents have 
recently been-working on what Special 
Agent J. J. Price characterized as ** big 
stuff’’ and while they are continuing 
these efforts, he said, more men are 
being spared now for what he termed 
** little fellows.’’ 

It is these little fellows, according to 
Herschel H. Jones, Director of the New 
York offige of the; State’ Division of 
Foods and Markets, who handle vir- 
tuaHy all the fruits and vegetables con- 
sumed in the city. It is on this ground 
that so many appeals have been qnade 
to the Flying Squadron of the Depart- 
men of Justice to aid in the campaign to 
bring down the prices of these com- 
modities. ; 

Mr. Price remarked also that the Fly- 
ing Squadron had repeatedly asked for 
the co-operation of Commissioner of 
Public Markets Edwin J. O'Malley and 
had invited him to turn over to them his 
evidence of profiteering and food waste 
so that the Government might correct it. 
Several letters written to Mr. O'Malley 
regarding food waste had not been an- 
swered, Mr. Price declared. 

Commissioner O’Malley said yesterday 
that Federal Attorney Leroy W. Ross of 
Brooklyn, who asked Mr. O’Malley for 
evidence of the alleged ‘‘ food under- 
world,’’ would not have any help from 
him, Mr. O’Malley asserted that he had 
no “intention of getting into a contro- 
versy” with Mr. Ross,and said-that if 
the Brooklyn Federal prosecutor wished 
to satisfy himself of the existence of 
such an “uhderworld’’ he had his own 
facilities for such an investigation. It 
is the -business of the United States 
Attorney, ,and not his,.Mr. O’Malley 
said, to obtain evidence in prosecuting 
violators of Federal ron laws.

Tory Members Are Said to Urge 
- Drastic Measures, Oppos- 
ing, the Premier. 


8-HOUR SESSION YESTERDAY 


Announcement of a. Change of 
Policy Is Expected Within the 
Next Few Days. 


LONDON, Saturday, July 24.—Another 
change in the Government's policy 
toward Ireland is expected to be an~ 
nounced within a few days. But the 
Cabinet has not yet been able to deter- 
mine fully what it will be. 

The Cabinet, which wrestled with the 
problem again yesterday, is having 
difficulties. within itself. “Some of 
Lioyd George’s friends say that he is 
willing to give Ireland almost anything 
except a republic, but the Tory elements 
in the Cabinet are reportéd to be in 
favor of strengthening the military and, 
if necessary, declaring: martial law in 


Ireland. 

The proposal to attempt negotiations 
‘directly with the Sinn Fein legders is 
reported to have received much less at- 
tention at this meeting than was the 
ease three or four days ago. 

Notwithstanding the fact. that some 
members of the Government profess a 
desire to end the strife through open 
discussion, e opinion of the Cabinet 
as a whole ls said to be that the Sinn 
Fein ‘would \ignore an invitation to a 
conference. It is declared that the Sinn 
Feinérs hold that their Government is 
functioning, that their courts are work- 

successfully and the country is po- 
Heed by Irish Volunteers,. and that 
therefore they have nothing to negotiate. 

Inv of this situation it is expected 
that whatever ch 3 the Government 
decides upon will be~ anno in a 
state t to the press or by. mier 
Liovd George in the House of Commons.

Mr. Brran was expected to refuse 
the flattering unction of the Prohibi- 
tion National ‘Convention, but some of 
his reasons seem a little queer. Isn't 
he unjust to ‘himself when he says 
that his ‘‘ connection with othér re- 
forms: would make it impossible’ for 
him to focus his, ‘‘ attention upon 
prohivition question alone ’’? He has 
seemed to be a man of infinite ca- 
pacity for reforms; and there was a 
time, in fact there were several 
times, when he could ‘* paramount ” 
an issue without any sense of -infi- 
delity to others on which -his heart 
was set. The establishment of a 
Government bulletin’ the passing of 
a. constitutional amendment ordaining 
a single Standard of morality—these 
and divers other high aims of his 
could be pursued; one would think, 
simultaneously with focusing his wy 
tention on prohibition. 

His real reason, of course, is that he 
doesn’t wish to leave the Democratic 
Party, ‘‘ which has so signally _hon- 
ored him in the past.’ He conquered 
the Democratic Party by his elo- 
quence, his splendid voice, his moral 
enthusiasms. and his engaging per- 
sonality. He owes much of his con- 
spicuous success in life’to his want of 
success as a candidate. If he has 
been at times a far fromm harmonious 
Democrat, still he could hardly be 
happy or adequately busy in any other 
party. Even in the Sap Francisco 
Convention he had a personal ana 
oratorical triumph, though his views 
were. squelched.

THE COAL SITUATION. 


Every ton of coal that has been 
mined has-been shipped, but that does 
not trace the shortage of-coal to un- 
derproduction.. There is no use in 
mining coal that canhot be shipped, 
and the producers are’ complaining 
more bitterly of shortage of cars than 
consumers are complaining of short- 
age of coal: Baltimore was so alarmed 
about her coal supply that she sent 
a committee to the fields. On return- 
ing one of the committee, who also in 
a miner, sald: * 


I can use thirty-five steel ‘eciaiass 
a day; have not had a full run of 
cars.in four months. My mines are 
producing ten cars a day; they vo aang 
to produce thirty-five cars. 
true of my operation is true of every. 


other operation. 

If you cduld give the \mjnes a 70 
per cent. car supply it would ‘be more 
than enough to take care of the entire 
United States and jam all our export 
facilities, and stili the price of coal 
-would drop to cost of production or 
probably below cost. I-«turned out 
6,000 tons in April. ._Had to maintain 
a 26,000-ton operation. Although I 
got $10 a ton for spot coal, I lost 
money. : 

Any reasonable man will understand 
that a factory which runs only at 
quarter capacity produces at abnormal 
cost. Overhead is the same, The 
Fuel Administration has produced “a} 
Giagram showing that ‘eosts increase 
in ratio to reduced working hours. 
Thé very means ‘of increasing the sup- 
ply of cars add to the costs, for they 
are ordered fo the mines from 
wherever they are, with or without 
a return load. Last year there was 
a reserve of cars at the mines of 
about as many as are lacking this 
year, and last year also there was a 
reserve of grain cars“in the grain 
country instead of in the neighbor- 
hood of the coal mines. 

Our. domestic «situation is only a 
faint reflection of the world situation, 
and that is a war leftover. During 
the first half of this year England ex- 
portéd 9,000,000 tons of coal instead 
ot 36,000,000 last year and 86,000,000 
in 1918. England is the world’s great 
exporter, her ships taking out coal 
and bringing back foods,and goods. 
The world-has been ransacked to make 
up the shortage in England’s exports. 
Street cars are running in Egypt on 
American coal. That is not so re- 
markable as the sending of Australian 
coal to Norway, bécause the freight 
cost is $36, say. one-half more than 
the freight from here. . The world was 
supplied with British coal at freight 
rates as remarkably cheap as our. do- 
mestic coal freights, but now England 
is sending out ships in ballast to bring 
back indispensable foods and mate- 
rials. The disturbance in the coat 
market wiil have economic echoes in 
distant months. Incidentally, it may 
be said that it takes more men to pro- 
duce fifty million fewer tons. of Coal 
in England this year, just as it. takes 
more millions of dollars to produce. 
coal here. 

Fuel Administrator Srorrow §testi- 
fied that 80 per cent! of coal is sol@ 
on contract in Eastern fiélds at $4.50 
or less, but that Boston pays $23. He 
figures 2,800 per cent. profit, and a 
total of $350,000,000 extortion. Such 
a rate of profit is tos large to have 
been taken on ‘more than a small frac- 
tion of the tonnage. It must be ad- 
mitted that the difference between the 
contract>price.to Americans and the 
bid price by foreigners is tempting. 
The man who would prefer to sell to 
Americans at such a loss is the one to 
condemn profyteering. Foreign buy- 
ers-are not complaining of the price, 
They want the coal. It is depressing 
to think that our profitable duty to 
supply foreign buyers is made impos- 
sible by the congestion on our rail- 
ways. The world’s trade is thrown at 
us, and we are proposing to embargo 
it. -Yet the stoppage of coal exports. 
would het furnish cars to\carry coal 
tu the Northwest or to New England. 
If all the coal we have exported or 
can export were k. pt at home, it would 
make no appreciable addition. to our

It is accompanied by the accessories of 
defeat—a change in the Cabinet, and 
the entrance of peasant..and, Socialist 
léaders who would presumably be less 
offensive to the proud Russian prole- 
tarians than aristocrats or bourgeoisie.

Agreements with capitalist States 
can only be makeshifts and can never 
amount on either side te a sincere 
peace. No real good can come to any 
country without a bloody revolution. 

The well-wishers of the Bolskeviki 
in this country believe that after push- 
ing back the Poles to territory in 
which the Polish population is over- 
whelmingly prédominant the Bolshe- 
viki will Be ready to make peace. If 
they do make peace, by their own doc- 
trine it can be no real peace; only a 
truce till conditions are ‘more favor- 
able. But conditions for a Russian ad- 
vance on Poland are not likely to be 
more favorable in the future than they 
are now. England and France promise 
arms; if the Red armies actually 
threaten Warsaw, the British and 

ch~ Governments will doubtless 
.brave, the, war-weariness and lack of 
of their own peoples and try 

troops to aid the Poles. But 

aid of any sort will be long in coming. 

If: the Bolsheviki reject the request 
for an armistice and continue their 
advance, Poland must be saved by the 
Poles. 

The risk of prodding England and 
France into renewal of war is serious, 
particularly “as it would ‘involve the 
loss of seme of such support as the 
Bolsheviki still possess in Western 
Europe. But over against that draw- 
back is the advantage of possible con- 
tact with Germany—an advantage 
which might or might not. bring more 
profit to the Germans than to the Bol- 
sheviki, but which would help both 
against the Western Powers. Pru- 
dence would counsel the making of 
peace with a Poland which has been 
beaten and reduced to the status of.a 
second-rate Power; but prosperity, 
particularly in war, does not beget 
prudence, and the Bolsheviki may go
